"There is a strong anti-war sen- 
timent in the United Stales," said 
Sandfôrd Jens and Joseph Tie! et 
Western Reserve University, Cleve- 
land. Ohio, in an interview with 
Horace G, Baugh, president of the 
McGill Debating Union, last night. 
Jens and Tiel were to have upheld 
the affirmative in a debate with a 
McGill team last night in the Mc- 
Gill Union on the resolution, "Re- 
solved that the United Slates and 
Great Britain should form a mili- 
tary alliance." Owing to the death 
of Lord Tvb-eedsmuir the debate 
was cancelled. 

Questioned regarding the current 
C.S.A. controversy, both Sandford 
Jens and Joseph Tiel felt that "any 
attempt to suppress an organization 
usually results the other way. In 
the long run it is best to permit 
the normal and democratic expres- 
sion of any organization. Attempts 
to suppress aiiy organization are 
inconsistent with democratic Ideas." 
U.S. Not Involved. 

The Western Reserve students 
expressed the belief that the United 
Stales should avoid becoming in- 
volved in the European War be- 
cause such ir,voJ\enicul wuuld be 
inimical to her interests. Al present 
while America wishes to avoid 
being drawn into the conflict, ibe 
is giving economic aid to Great 
Britain thru her Cash-and-Car*y 
Policy. "This Cash-and-Carry Pol- 
icy is designed to keep us out of 
any economic or political footfalls 
that may draw us into the War. It 
will be remembered that the ex- 
tension of credits to the Allies In 
the last War was one of the factors 
drawing us into it, but this new 
policy should minimize any danger 
of this."

Said Dr. Penflcld after the 
service: "During the first twen- 
ty-four hours alter his cerebral 
thrombosis, he regained con- 
sciousness and recognized his 
family and friends. Had it not 
been for the .secondary develop- 
ment of pressure, he would 
have been quickly restored 'to 
effective and happy life. 

"The writing on the wall was 
not to be denied. We in the 
profession of medicine fight 
many bailies but in the end we 
come always to a last one which 
goes against us. How we, all of 
us, wish we might have won 
this one."

The first hour will be devoted to 
a lecture on Mine Ventilation, with 
particular emphasis on the use of 
aluminum dust to prevent silieoiis. 
This lecture will be of particular 
interest to the Mining students. 
Film Shown. 

At 12 o'clock noon a film, "Venti- 
lation and Dust Control at Ontario 
Mines," will be shown. This film 
was produced by the technical sili- 
cosis committee of the Ontario Min- 
ing Association to promote good 
practice in these phases of the pre- 
vention of silicosis. As such, it takes 
one through the principal opera- 
tions of mining and milling, up to 
the grinding stage. 

In most sequences of the film 
both wrong and right ways are 
shown with respect to du»t control, 
together with pictures of dust 
samples. It is a silent picture but 
is accompanied by a running com- 
mentary. Quite apart from the sub' 
ject matter of the film, it provides 
a good general picture of what soeo 
on in a mine and so may be of con 
siderable interest to the layman, 
too.

and a rich experience of men 
and affairs.

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Bilingual Debate 

Still in the ineinor>- of some of our 
middle-aged praduatef are nunirrou? fis- 
tic combats which used to take place be- 
tween McGill students and those of the 
University of Montreal. The same feud 
existed to some extent even as late as four 
j'ears ago, until several McGill students 
came to an agreement v.uh some of the 
leading students at tlic other university, 
realizing tliat Lhere was no cause for fric- 
tion between the two. To help propagate 
that accord, the two college editors agreed 
to exchange editorials and to publish them 
•on the front pages of their respective news- 
papers. This was ttie beginning. 

This winter we saw more official evi- 
dence of the growing fellowship between 
the two Montreal universiiic- in the pre- 
sence of the Rector of the Uni\ ersity of 
Moiitreal, Monseigneur Maureault, at the 
installation of Principal James. 

This feliowEhip, however, cannot be 
sitpetimposed upon our student body by the 
mere meeting together of the higher-ups of 
the universities; tonight we are to witness 
the creatjou oi a better understanding by 
beginning from the bottom. We are to see 
accomplished a tiiinp which even student 
conferences liave evidently failed to do. 

This will be done at a debate sponsored 
by the Law Societies of McGill and U. of 
M. Had the subject chosen been one on 
which French and English-Canadians dif- 
fer, they would inevitably approach each 
other from opposite points of view, and 
when one side would win, the other would 
still remain unconvinced, the gap between 
the races probably being even more wid- 
,ened. Before one tries to reason with an- 
other, one must appreciate the other's cora- 
jpany and thin is possible only in tht es- 
iiablishment of a common bond of fellow- 
ship. This may be done by debates such as 
tonighffc, or by MoGill-U. of M. dance.-, or 
•^leigh rides, or perhaps in the production of 
s play in which students of both universi- 
ties would take part. 

We mu.'-L remember that when we 
.leave this university we shall ine\'itably en- 
.counter French-Canadians who are recog- 
aiied by law as equals of thp Kngli.sli-'.'an- 
B<]iaQE. Rather than cnijounicr tuciu. 
«hould wc not associate with them, and 
from an earlier .^tarl see for ourisclves thai 
is not only legally that they are our equaltV 
Moreover, in times such as these, it is 
imperative that all f.oction.' of our coiui- 
try, racial or political agree with each other 
in eiich a way as to minimize the number 
of people ditsatibfitd with the conduct of 
rtbe country's affairs. 

The best way to establish fellow.'iliip 
.with a i^erson of another tongue is to speak 
him in his own langitaf;e, no matter how 
(j?*dly it is spoken. This has been proven 
fîjiçje and again. In tonight's debate, and

My Impressions of 

Manitoballniversity 



* This is what you might call being put Cas 
the professors say) on the proverbial spot. I 
have been asked by the C.U.P. Editor of the 
Daily to write an account of my term at the 
University of Manitoba in respect to my posi- 
tion as an exchange scholar. The point is, if 
I say loo many good things about Manitoba, I 
am liable to be accused of a slight breech of 
faith in regard to my position as s McGill stu- 
dent (a little transplanted, but still a McGill 
student), and if I don't say enough in favour 
of Manitoba I'm liable to "get it in the neck" out 
here. My opinions are thOse of a person who 
has attended McGill only one year and Mani- 
toba only four months, and thus cannot be ex- 
pected to take in all the "ins and out" of uni- 
versity life in either one. 

The University of Manitoba is laid out on 
three main campuses. There is the Medical 
School Campus in ti-.e cjty ol Winnipeg, the 
Broadway cainput aJso in the city, and the 
main campu* at Fort Garry. In addition to 
these campiiscs Uiere are affiliated to the Uni- 
versity, United College, St. John's College, St. 
Paul's Colege, St. Boniface College and Brandon 
College. The total registration of tlie Uni- 
versity amounts to 3,426 exclusive of the sum- 
mer school. An interesting fact in coimection 
with these figures is that the Arts and Science 
Faculty leads the way with a registration of 
1,555, as compared to Home Economies 320, 
Medicine's 273, and Engineer s 219. 

Courses Practically the Same. 
There is a wide variation in the number 
and different kinds of courses offered, on 
whicli the University of I^snitoba can be jii.«.t- 
ly proud. I myself am tailing a prc-mcdical 
Arts cowse at the Fort Garry Campus, and as ^ 
far as the course itself goes. I can find very 
little to choose between the respective presen- 
tation and ijlann.ng of i! d; offered al McGill 
and Maniloija. In actuai fad Hit tuursc it prac- 
Ucally tiic iainc out here at, 1 v/ould liavc taken 
al McGill, only that it lacks Uic special dis- 
tinction of having been taken at the latter. 

The student life at Manitoba is organized 
under the University of Manitoba Students' Un- 
ion, v/liich u a iel/-g'jv(;iiiiijt! (jrganiiation. 
controlling all major studcnli' activities and 
including all students. At the head of this 
student self-government is the U.M S.U. Coun- 
cil which consists of two elected representa- 
tives from éach faculty ai.d (.'^Ikjif, cxccpi the 
faculty of Education, v/li.c i, nut unly one, In 
addition to tin.', cooneii iijtre are Uie various 
subsidiary commutées of ilie U.M.S.U. through 
which the main activities are conducted. These 
arc:— The Athletic Board of Control. Brown and 
Gold, Campus Committee, Debating Union, Dra- 
matic Society, GUc Club, The Manitoban, Pub- 
lic Relations Coinniiltee, bocial Coininittee, 
Telephone Directory, and ;fic Women's Asso- 
ciation. The financing of thcte committees is 
in control ol the financf commitlcc. wliicli 
carefully supervises the r^j,' ini.i i: i Hui 
each student will get the inj.t.muin n(i,(/it for 
the t3.50 i,c p»y>: to the U.M.S.U. for ll.c nj.nn- 
tenance of student acllvitie», A brief consid- 
firtUw 0/ tj)9 activity of soma of these com- 
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mlltees will afford a croM-section o( iludenl 
life as U Is al Manitoba. 

The Athlelie Boaird of Coniml Is in conlmt 
ot nil studenl allilellcs. Tlirli pulicy It to pm- 
vide nit cxlrnmural proginni thnl will Inucli 
every student wiUiln the Union, which it is 
very successful in accomplishing. In nddltion to 
(he usual intorcollcglBtc activities. Due to the 
War, Manitoba did not fleUt h University foot- 
ball learn this year, however the competition 
in inlrrfai'iilly b.iiupr is very keen, and Ihe 
games plnycti of course iimlpr Western rules, 
nrc ivrhaps n little fapln- llinn they Would be 
under Eastern rules, Manitoba competes suc- 
cessfully with the other Western universities 
In tr.ick, basketball, hockey and other sports. 
At present there is great cnlhiisliism over the 
series of basketball .Tiid limUcy gsmcs being 
played with Alborlii and .S.TskHUhcwaii. 

The "Rnuvii nnd GoKI" Is ||ic ycnibook ii[ 
the U. of M. It Is, at arc all college yearbooks, 
a presentation ot all sides of student lite at Uic 
Uniwrsilj'. 11 also compnrca favournbly with 
other Unlvcislly yearbooks, and Is a publlc-i- 
lion which M.Tnllob;in.s nrr kI.iiI In hnvc lo lio 
able in future years to review Ihcir life nl 
college. 

The dramatic society Is organized to give 
the studcnta an opportunity to gain experience 
in all branches of dramatic art. This year's 
production "You Can't Beat Fun ' was highly 
successful and very well supported by Ihe 
student bivly. The play was a musical comedy, 
and an original work written by llireo students. 

The above description, brief as it is, show.t 
three phases of student activity, as prtrtlclp-itud 
in at Manltob.i. In addition to those nclivilie.i 
there is Debating, Singing. Women's Athletics, 
and last but not Ics.st a great enthusiasm for 
social life. Manitoba also has a very active 
C.O.T.C. contingent which is at présent 650 
strong. 

In making a comparison between McGill 
and Manitoba, 1 am, naturally, prejudiced to- 
ward McGill, probably because 1 attended Mc- 
Gill first Student life as described above is 
relatively the same in Ihe respect that it is 
divided, sometimes unequally, between attend- 
ing lectures and "having a good time" (lake it 
any way you will). However the plan of the 
campuses, the fact Uial one is in the city and the 
other in Uie suburbs, that one is older than the 
other, creates a distance between them which 
is hard to bridge in a comparison. 

Exchange Plan m Excellent Idea. 

Altogether I think the exchange scholar- 
ship plan is an excellent idea. It allows groups 
of people in different parts of the country to 
be represented by individuals, and thus loads to 
greater co-operation in inter-University action 
and imdcrstanding. Tlie present plan of per- 
mitting a student to take his third year away 
from his home university and then to return 
for his fourth year, leaves little to be desired. 
It is only logical that the student should have 
two years grounding at his alma mater before 
going somewhere else, and then to return for 
his final year for graduation. The scheme of 
dividing the Dominion into four parts: British 
Columbia, the Prairies, Ontario and Quebec, 
and the Maritimes, is also a good' idea, for what 
is the purpose of the exchange, if it is not to 
allow the studenl to get a glimpse at life in a 
community different from his own.

Dr. Stiedry Conductc Beethoven and Wagner. 

An arllst whom we hope to meet many 
times again was with us on Tuesday evening 
when Dr. Fritz Stiedry conducted the concert 
by the Orchestra of Les Concerts Symphoniques. 
It was a magnificent occasion and one that wc 
shall long remember. The program was a tre- 
mendous one, the playing of an almost in- 
credibly high order and the singing of the 
soloist, Mack Harrel, as ever, distinguished by 
fine tone and shading. , 

The concert opened with a tribute to the 
late Lord Tweedsmuir. "God Save the King" 
and "O Canada" being followed by an impres- 
sive "Last Post" while the audience stood in 
silence. Then came, appropriately, Beethoven's 
"£roica" massive, overwhelming, as big and im- 
pressive a work as ever conceived. It is only 
an artist of great power and depth who should 
attempt the mterpretaUon of this monument 
of power; Dr. Stiedry Is such an artist. His 
"Eroica" is certainly unconventional, much 
slower than that to which we aie accustomed, 
b;jt it is of great breadth of outline and rich in 
dramatic color. There was evidence of hard 
rehearsing by the Orchestra and Dr. Stiedry let 
no opportunity for careful phrasing slip by; 
the men responded with Ihir very best effort 
and produced an effect that perhaps curpas«éd 
anything we have heard here. From the first 
chords the [leiSunimnce rose to dramatic 
iieiKlii.s; Ihe Funeral March was rather new In 
feeling but impressive and phrased with great 
care to detail. The third movement went even 
better and the work ended on the same high 
lone. 

The third Lconore Overturi; of Beethoven 
began the broadcast portion of the concert and 
was bcauUfully done. Dr. Stiedy's ex|)ericncc 
and artistry again being in evidence. The re- 
mainder of the concert was devoted to Wag- 
ner the Orchestra doing grand work in tlic Pre- 
lude and Liebchlrrfi fioni "Trislan", while Mr. 
Harrel Wotan's "FaicwcU ' from "Die Valkyrie" 
with dcplh and feeling that made up for the 
small lone. "Tlie Evening Star" from Tann- 
hauser was an unfortunate substitute for Hugo 
Wolf's "PromeUieus".

But hy no mcins have all Uic 
studenl y(.,Ti cl-is.'.ci been called 
up, and the student pastors still 
have work to do in the university 
towns. Ill Japan, Lulher Tucker, 
Federal Ion Scrctary, who was de- 
tained ill j.iil as a result of his 
attempt:; to keep the Chinese and 
.lapniic.sr movement.'; in contact 
with each other, has been released. 
The Norwegian movement feels a 
special responsibility for helping 
Chinese students at a time when 
contributions from other countries 
must ncces.sarily be reduced. All 
the movements in Europe are help- 
ing refugees— Polish, Czech, Span- 
ish— <is well as carrying on their 
activities. 

It can be said that all this is co- 
ordinated and bound together 
through the office in Geneva. But 
far .stronscr are the bonds of a 
common faiUi and ideal, and a com- 
mon loyalty. Here, loo. Is exempli- 
fied' the Christian fellowship of love 
and equality at a time when na- 
tional and international strife are 
rampant. The Federation is much 
more than this. For it carries on 
practical work, such as finding 
places where students can carry on 
their studies, buying books and 
other equipment, organizing refu- 
gee campi, keeping the channels of 
communication open between the 
various movements in the warring 
nations, and many other necessary 
pieces of work. 

This week, Feb. 11 to Feb, 18, has 
been named Federation Week, in 
which the Student Christian Move- 
ments the world over will celebrate

This huge room 
measures 174 by 85 feet The beau- 
tiful hardwood floor is covered 
with a maze of coloured lines that 
mark out the various courts.

NATIONAL RESKARCII COUNCIL 

BURSARIES, STUUENTSIIirS, 
FELLOWSHIPS AND SPECIAL 
SOIIOLARSIIIPS 

Tlio Nallonnl Hcscnrch Council 
has considered the views expressed 
by eminent cducntloniii and re- 
sc.-ircli niilhorlllos Ihiil more 
adequate provision should be made 
in Canada io assist tho most prom- 
ising new graduates in science to 
proceed with posl-grndunlo Irniiilng 
in rcfonrcli. 

The Council cnn.sidors thai .isslst- 
ancc to such sliidciit.s lo procceo 
with their first year ot post- 
graduate research work, should be 
rendered by the Council In co- 
operation with Canadian universi- 
ties nnd, consequently, il has de- 
cided to reserve its Burs.tries for 
applicants in this category, on the 
condition that the university at 
which a Bursary is held shall waive 
or otherwise provide tuition fees. 

Owing to keen competition, 
Bursaries have usually been award- 
ed, in the past, to persons with 
one or more ycnr's post-gr.idimtc 
research experience. Applicants in 
this category arc eligible to apply 
for Studentships, the number of 
which has been increased. 

Bursaries of the value of $250 will 
be open to award to applicants who 
have graduated with high distinc- 
tion in scientific study. 

Studentships of the value of $650 
will be open to award to applicants 
who have had experience in re- 
search work in science for at least 
one year following graduation. 

Fellowships of the value of $750 
will be open to award to applicants 
who have given distinct evidence 
of capacity to conduct independent 
research in science. 

Special Scholarships tenable at 
the National Research Council in 
Ottawa, in certain fields in which 
these laboratories possess special 
equipment for research work which 
is not available. at Canadian Uni- 
versities, may be awarded as 
follows: 

Four Posl-Graduate Scholarships 
of the value of $750, tenable for 
twelve months, will bo open to 
award to applicants who have to 
their credit at least one year of 
post-graduate work leading' to a 
Master's degree or equivalent, and 
whose applications are approved by 
'a Canadian universily. Althougn 
other departments ol science are 
not excluded, applications in the 
field of Engineering will receive 
preferred consideration. 

Two Post-Doctorate Scholarships 
of the value of $1,000, tenable for 
tv/elve months, will be open to 
award to applicants who, having 
completed their work for the Ph.D. 
degree, desire to profit from Die 
experience to be gained in the 
laboratories of the National Re- 
search Council, before going into 
industrial or other work. 

Travelling Ailowanue — Grantees 
who have to travel 300 miles or 
more may, at the discretion of the 
Council, be granted an allowance 
toward travelling expenses. Such 
travel grants shall be based on the 
distance between the point where 
the award is Icnuble and (lie point 
where a grantee was located during 
the preceding year. 

Qualificalions required are detail- 
ed in the regulations governing 
awards. Applications should be 
strictly confined to candidates wiin 
outstanding records, both in their 
undergraduates and post-graduate 
courses. 

March First is the final date on 
wliich applications may bo mailed. 

Appliculion Forms and copies of 
Ihe regulations governing Bursaries, 
Studentships and Fellowships, and 
separate regulations governing the 
Special Scholarships, may be ob- 
tained from the Registrar of your 
University, Mail aiipllcalions direct 
to "The Secrelary-Trcasurcr, Nu- 
tioual Research Council, Ollawa."
